BRAVE WORDS OF ARCHDEACON 
FARRAR. 


— 


The following passages, taken from a 
discourse delivered by Archdeacon Far- 
rar, in Westminster Abbey, in anticipa- 
tion of the Pan Anglical Conference, re- 
cently held in London, are noble, liberal 
and eloquent utterances that do credit 
to the heart and head of the great 
preacher :-— 

“ Perish the hand which would cir- 
cumscribe by one hair's breadth the lim- 
ita or the definitonof the Church of 
Christ ; perish the arms that would ex- 
clude from chat one flock ofthe Good 
Shepherd the ‘ other sheep which are 
not of this fold; perish the narrow 
superstition that the wind of God, which 
‘bloweth where it listeth, and thou 
hearest the sound thereof, but canst not 
tellwhence it cometh orwhither it goeth ’ 
can only be conveyed by mechanical 
transmissions. I, for ons, at any rate, 
refuse to flatter the priestly pride which 
would sectarianise the catholicity of the 
Church of Christ. The articles which 
I accepted at my ordination taught me 
that the visible Church of Christ is a 
congregation of faithful men wherein 
the pure Word of God is preached and 
the sacraments duly administered, and 
I, for one, even if I were to stand alone, 
would still repudiate and protest against 
the uncatholic teaching which would 
pretend to do what it cannot do by un- 
churching any who love the Lord Jesus 
Christ in sinceritv and in truth. 

„When I speak of the Church in 
general I do not mean this or that com- 
munion, under this or that organization, 
but I mean in their ten thousand times 
thousand and thousands of thousands, 
the whole multitude of the saints of God. 
What! are we not to claim aa full and 
honored members of the Church of 
Christ in every possibly true sense of 
that word because they were Moravians 
those holy missionaries who planted 
suecessfully,

Or Williams, the Apostle of Polynesia 
and the martyr of Erromange, because 
he was a Dissenter? Dr. Cary and 
others in India, because they were Bap- 
tists? Or Elizabeth Fry, because she 
was.a Quaker? If there are any who 
think that he who died for all mankind 
cares mainly or chiefly for outward or- 
‘ganization, their views of Christ are not 
such as I learn from him who made 
keeping the commandments the essen. 
tial of entering into the Kingdom of 


Heaven. I say with Whitefield: ‘Do- 


they profess repentance towards God, 
and faith in the Lord Jesus Christ? If 
so, they are my brethren.’ True and 
unswervingly loyal in my love for the 
Church of England, yet I would stand 
bareheaded before any true saint of God, 
and be he Romanist or Independent, 
or Quaker or Presbyterian, so he be a 
saint of God, desiring ton thousand fold 
more that I may stand with him before 
the throne of Christ rather than with 
those who, though they may have had 
‘Lord, Lord, or The Church, the Church, 
forever on their lips, and have spent 
their lives in the endless round of out- 
orlinances}.may yet if their lives have 
been unloving and unworthy,hear those 
awful words, ‘Woe unto you,ye scribes 
and Pharisees, hypocrites, and Depart 
from me, I never knew you.’ For it 
is Christ, and Chriat alone, itis not 
episcopal government, or apostolic suc- 
cessioin, or ancient ritual, or the ortho- 
doxy of curiously articulated creeds ; 
it is Obrist, and Christ only, and the 
innocence which in the lives of them 
that truly believe in him, which has 
been che strength of Christianity.”

From the Education Department 

The next entrance examination to high 
schools and collegiate institutes will be held 
on December 19, 20 and 21 next. A circular 
stating the limit of studies in the various 
smbjects has just been isened by the depart- 
ment. The time-tableof the examination is 
as follows: First day—Literature and writ- 
ing, Second day— Arithmetic, drawing, com- 
position and dictation.
